India, conveyed to tno through Sir Robert Hamilton,

‘Phe news recsived for the next fow days was very

Scindiah’s favor and protection in language and with 
demeanour the reverse of hostile, 

Subvequent accounts from — Lieutenant-Colonel 
Robertson, which were ounfirmed by Sif Tobert 
Hamilton, conveyed the news which erated a sensation 
throughout India, only equalled by that which was 
oaused by the first mutinies. ‘Lhe Rebel Army hud 
attacked Scindish at Bahadurpoor, 9 miles from 
Gwalior; his Troops of all Arms, with the exeeption 
of a fow of his Body Gunrd, had treacherously gone 
over, the Artillery in mass, tothe enemy, His High. 
ness himwelf, after bravely ‘doing his best to make hie 
‘Troops do their duty, hud been foreed by the fire of 
his own Artillery, and tho combined attacks of his 
‘Proops, and of the Rebel Army, to tly to Agra, which

‘No one therefore could foresee the extent of evil 
if Gwalior were not promptly wrested from the 
Rebels; if Tantia Topee, with the immense aequisition 
of political influence and Military strength, whieh 
tho possession of that place ave the Rebel cause, had 
time to reorganize the Culpes Army, which be 
could easily do, with the resourecs of Gwalior at 
his disposal. ‘The worst forcbodings, would havo 
come to past, if Tantia “Tope leaving either the 
Calpee, or the Gwalior Army at Gwalior, for 
ity defenee marched with the other Southwards and 
unflirled the standard of the Peshwar in the Decein 
and Southern Mahrattas.

The enemy et on fire with their Guna some 
monstor lay ricks, which wore close to the canal, in 
the narrow plain, in order that our outposts might, 
not be covered by them. 

‘The earriage of the S-inch howitzer had been so 
shaken by hundreds of miles’ inarching, that its 
charge was reduced a pound below the regulation, 
in order to save the carriage; this irregular charge 
rendered its fire much les certain. ‘The want of sights 
on the 18-pounders affected the accuracy of their 
fire in field-firing, 

Colonel Hicks suggested to me the withdrawal of 





















the Siege guns as they did not appear to damage the 
enomy ; Whereas they had our range. I thought that 
it would be better that the Battery should cease 





, gradually, when the enemy would probably do 
the same, than that it should be withdrawn, ‘This 
was done,” and the enemy’s Battery cented to tire. 

Before the Batteries had begun to ditninish their 
firing, ] had gone to our Battery to inspect it and 
to watch am advance of the enemy's Infantry, in 
skirmishing order, from the ridge and a apur of it 
tothe lefl, againat our chain of outposts and loft, 
which rested on the canal. 

Soon afterwards, a large body of ‘Troopa was soen 
Acbouching from Gwalior; and my vidottes. report. 
ed that fresh guna were ascending the heights to 
reinforce the Battery on the ridge, which was good 
news as the more gins the Rebels brought up to the 
heights the more were we likely to take next morning, 

Trvinforeed the sentries and’ pickets on our left, on 
the line of the canal, and ordered the ‘Truops’ in 
Camp-to be ready to tum out. 

‘The enemy's shicmishers and my line guarding the 
canal became engaged. At thin time I'reecived an 
express from Sir Robert Hamilton, telling me that he 
had received information that the Sepoys and 
Valwitees lud agreed to attack me to-day, 

‘The enemy seomed inclined not to’ confine their 
advance to an affair of outposts, but to be determined 
to attack my left flank, which they knew was weak. 

‘The Central India Field Force was the worse for 
last night's harassing march, and a bad bivouae on 
rock. ‘The Company of Madras Sappors and Miners, 
whose zeal and intelligence no hardships can abate, 
would havo completed the bridge across the canal by 
sunact; and I anticipated the best results from 
availing myrelf of it for the purpose of cutting off

‘The 
gallant wkirmishers gave ther mo time to rally in the 
Battery, but dashing with a cheer at the parapet 
cromsed it, and took the gunx which defended the ridge, 
three excellent English 9-pounders. *

Livutenant-Colonel Raines coming up with a wing 
of the 95th to the entrenchments, with good judkment 
turned the captured guns on the enemy's Cavalry and 
Infantry, which he saw in detached bodies in the plain 
below at u distance of 1,000 yards, as well as on the 
body which had retired to our left, 

LieutenantColonel Raines placed Lieutenant Brock- 
man of the 86th, with some men of his Regiment, in 
command of one gun; and Lieutenant Budgeon und 
Lieutenant and Adjutant Sexton, of the 85th, with men 
of their Regiment, who had been instructed in the un 
exercise, in command of the two other guns. ‘These 
guns thas manned by Infantry manda excelent practice, 
and although sometimes short, the shot ricocheted 
amongst the enemy.

beyond it, ‘Thix attack protected the right of the 
‘Troops attacking the grand parade, and turned at the 
same time the enemy's left. 

‘The Ist Bombay Lancers were to debouch from the

most gallantly, in sight of the British Troopx 
descending the slopes of the heights of Gwalior into 
‘the grand parade, and clearing ull the right of it,

Infantry into the “ Lushker,” Captain Loch leading 
and Licutenant Heath supporting this second charge, 
in which, I much regret to say, fell in the streets shot 
through the heart, Lieutenant Mills of the Ist Lancers, 
bravely leading hix men ; a very promising and populur 
young Officer ; Captain Loch in the pursuit eut down 
the rebel who shot him. 

Licutenant-Colonel Itaines, with two Companies of 
the 95th, charged down the slope with his usual spirit 
and took’ the two 18-pounders and two small mortars, 
on the grand parade. an . 

‘After going down the slope, and pointing out to 
Brigadier Smith the position which he was to attack, 
J joined Licutenant-Colonel Raines on the grand 
parade, and weut with him against the Town, with 
the intention of foreing our way, if necewary, to the 
Palace, the posswiion of which would give ux the 
“Lushker.” Ax 1 did not know whether the enemy 
might not, ox at Jhansi, defend the streets and houses, 
I directed Lieutenant-Colonel Raines to form four 
‘Companies of his Regiment for street-fighting, and to 
Toave the remainder of them in reserve on the grand 
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parade. 

Lieutenant Roome, with the 10th Bombay Native 
Infantry, on the general advance being ordered, moved 
to the front wkinuishing through the buildings to the

‘The Fort kept up constant fire during our advance,

Shortly after entering the Lushker we met the Ist

‘The enemy's Cavalry and Infantry retreated before 
tis through the Town xo rapidly, that we could not 
even get a sight of them, although we advanced by 
more streets than one with the view to cut them of. 
"The Rebel Cavalry, a usual availing themselves of 
their horses, headed the retreat instead of covéring 
it, After marching for more than a mile through the 
atroots we reached Scindiah’s palace, 

T detached Patrols in every direction to clear the 
streets ; before sunset the whole of the “ Lushker,” 
or new City, was completely in our hands. I also 
directed the old 'lown and Fort to be occupied im- 
mediately Scindiah's Agent, who made his appearance 
on our entering the palace, having informed mo that 
the enemy had evacuated the Fort, 

I appointed Lieutenant-Colonel Robertson to be 
Commandant of Gwalior, and to occupy it with his 
Regiment. 

Brigadier Smith got into action with the enemy 
near the palace of the Phool Bagh, which he took, 
Killing numbers of the enemy. He then pureucd a 
large body of the enemy who were retiring round the 
rock of Gwalior towards the Residency, covering their 
retreat with Horse Artillery guns, After « stout resi 
tance, which did credit to the eneray's Artillery, Bri- 
gadier Smith, who did good service on this occasion, a8 
‘well as throughout the day, captured the guns and kil- 
Jed numbers of the retreating Rebels.

I marched by Major Geneyal Sir IL. Ttose’s onder. from 
Antreo through the pass to Kotah-ka-Serai, whieh liet 
between three and four miles South-east of Gwalior 

I had recomoitred the pass the evening before, 
and occupied the difficult points by strong pickets and 
posts, xo that had there been any enemy I should have 
been prepared,

Kotah-ka-Serai a€74 4.x. "Upon my’ arrival T sw 
the enemy oceupying the heights in front, und between 
me and Gwalior, 

T had orders from Sir Hugh Rose to halt at Kotal: 
ka-Serai and communicate with him, but ax the enemy 
appeared determined to attack me, and being also han 
pered with a large quantity of baggage, and Kotalieka- 
Serai not being a secure position, I thought it bust to 
take the initiative. I therefore collected my baggage 
in und near the Fort of Kotah-ka-Serai, placing?

I immediately 
caused file-firing in line to be opened on them, and on 
discovering our position they instantly retired with 
the utmost. precipitation, when you, Sir, directed the 
splendid charge of the 8th Hussars in pursuit. 
immediately proceeded to support and follow them to 
within a quarter of'a mile of the Cuntonments, when 
hy your orders I halted. A portion of the 10th Native 
Tnflnfry during the advance supported thy @6th, and 
a Company from each Corps was left to guard the 
narrow anses us we adv: 

During the halt and whilst the Cavalry were engaged 
in sweeping through the Cantonments, the enemy 
brought two guns into position on our left, one on our 
right, and two from the Fort opened fired on the 95th 
and a division of the Horse Artillery, immediately and 
clove to ux, 

Having reniained here for about half an hour you 
dirvcted us to retire and take up a position on the 
heights in front of Gwalior for the night. Wereached 
them about 7 r. xt. pee: 

Thave the greatest pleasure in bearing witness to 
the extreme endurance (specially of the 95th) and 
gallant conduct of both Corps. “They had heen out 
the whole day without a meal under a buming sun, ant 
at 2. a.m, that morning from the pre- 
vious eneampinent ground, a distance of 10 miles, and 
although the list of casualties in my Regiment actually 
occurrifg from the cnemy’s fire (und which with that 
of the 10th is copied in the margin) presents a sm 
proportion of Liman Iilled and 1 Ofieer and 4 meu 
wounded. I regret to say that 84 eases of coup~e-slei 
oceurred, 1 of which proved fatal on that day exclusive 
of 5 Officers dangerously, but not fatally attacked,

We were too tired to go boyond Sumowlee, the heat 
of the sun having been terrific; so we rested until + 
o'clock a.

His Exeelleney the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to notify for general informa, 
tion the Financial measures which have been resolved upon, in order to provide meats for carrying on 
the Public Service in the coming Year 1859-60, e 

On the 16th of January 1857, « Five-per-Cent Loan was opened, in suporsession of the Faure 
a-half-per-Cent Loan opened on the 80th of August 1856, which had been found, in the then state of 
the Money Market, not to afford sufficient inducement to Capitalists, On the 30th of April 1857, the 
Financial position of the Government of India was excellent. The Annual deficit which hud ‘heen 
experienced for several years, und which in 1853-54 had amounted to Rupees 211 Laes, chietly in 
consequence of the great extension in late years of Public Works, was reduced for the Year 1856.57 t 
the small sum of Rupees 18 Lacs, and this Financial restoration hud been accomplished without the 
stoppage of those greut works of material improvement of which India is so much in need. But as the 
Government had raised buta small amount in the way of Loan, after the closing of the Five-per-Cent- 
Pablic Works’ Loan in October 1855, the Cash Balances ia India had fallen so low that the opening 
of an eflvctively drawing Loan had become indispensable.

In May 1857 the Revolt of the Bengal Native Army broke out, and it became necessary by 
adequate measures Loth in India and at Home, to provide the means of muking those extrordinary 
exertions by which, under the blessing of Providence, the Indian Empire has been saved, and 
trunguillity has been restored. 

'Phe Government at, Home undertook all the charges which had to be met at Home, both the 
ordinary Tome charges of each year, and the extraordinary Home charges which the despatch to India 
of w large English Foree, and the provision of un -immense supply of the Munitions of War, (a vast 
quantity of which had Leen lost or destroyed,) rendered necessary : and it assisted the’ Indian 
Exchequer, at the moment: of greatest pressure, by the remittance of a Million Sterling in Bullion 
"These objects were mel by the issue at Home of temporary debentures to the amount of Eight Millions 
Sterling. ‘The Government of India had the task of providing for the main part of the extraordinary 
War charges, which of course had to be disbursed in India; and for the Barrack Accommodation of 
many thousand additional Enropeans ; as also for the restoration of the Treasure which had beew 
planiered; and this i had todo, when newly all the Revenues of one ofthe Local Governments hl 

mn swept away. 

‘The Five-per-Cent Loan, which would have been adequate for ordinary wants and in ordi- 
nary times, was found to be inadequate at this time of extreme pressure. Accordingly it was 
necessary to induce Capitulists to come to the assistance of the State, by an enhancement of the 
terms; and the Governor General in Council resolved to borrow at Six-per-Cent. 

















He was aware that this could not he done without in some degree affecting injuriously those 
Holders of the Paper of former Loans, who had not purchased for purposes of permanent investment: 
but this fe the eondition of all such Holders of Goveruient Stock in all Countzies, whenever a. grett 
exigeney forces upon the State the necessity of raising a large sum ina limited time, ‘The Governor 
General in Council, however, was desirous {o save such Holders from loss, as far as that could be done 
consistently with the paramount object in view. ‘Therefore, instead of simply opening a Six-per-Cent 
Loan, which would have brought down the price of Four and Five per Cent Paper to a low point, he 
threw open the existing Five-per-Cent Loan to subseriptions hulf int Cash, and half in Pour-per-Cent 
Puper. ‘This arrangement. for many months answered the purposo, the market price of the Paper of 
former Loans was but little ullected by. the operation; and the expectations of Government were 
fully met by large and regular subscriptions through the medium of the then existing Holders of 
Four-per-Cent Stock, or those who purchused of them for the express purpose of subscribing to the 
Loan. From the opening of this conversion Loan to the present time upwards of Eight Crores have 
been paid in in Cush, 

Latterly, however, whether from the partial exhaustion of such Holders of Four-per-Cent Paper 
are able and willing to convert it, or to sell it at such a price as will induce the Capitalist to buy it for 
the purpose of conversion, or from some other eause, this conversion process has failed to afford the 
income which in the present temporary exigency is necessary for the Public Service. For many 
weeks pust the subscriptions to the conversion Loan have fallen'to less than half what they were; and 
they have shewn no. prospect of improvement. 

In this state of things, the Government of India, having the Public Service to provide for, had 
no choice but to adopt some change of measure by which it could hope to obtain the requisite funds 
before the Cush Balancos should become exhausted. ‘The Governor General in Couneil did not doubt 
that the rate of Six-per-Cent, which Government were paying, was ample Interest to induoo 
the Capitalist to subscribe, But it was apparent that from some eause or other, the requisite funds, even 
at that rate, could no longer be procured exclusively through the medium of Holders of Four-per-Cest 
Stock. ‘There was therefore nothing to be done but to look for subscriptions either through the 
medium of some other class, or from Capitalists generally.

On the 16th of Jannary 1857, a Five-per-Cent Loan was opened, in. supersession of the Four-and- 
achalf-per-Cent Loan opened on the 30th of August 1856, which had beea foul, in the then state of 
the Money Market, not to affyrd sufficient inducement to Capitalists. On the 80th of April 1857, the 
Financial position of the Government of India was excellent. The Annual deficit which had 1 
expericuced for several years, and which in 1853-54 lind amounted to Rupees 211 Lacs, aa 
consequence of the great extension in late years of Public Works, was reduced for the Year 1 to 
the sinall sum of Rupees 18 Jaes, and this Financial restoration had been accomplished without, the 
stoppage of those great works of material improvement of whieh India is so much in need. But as the 
Goeeenment had raised buta emall amount in the way of Loan, after the closing of the Five-per-Cent 
Publi¢ Work? Loan in October 1855, the Cash Balances in India had fallen sy low that the opening 
of an cffeetively drawing Loan had heeome indispensable. 





















In May 1857 the Revolt of the Bengal Native Army broke out, and it became necessary by 
adequate measnres both in India and at Home, to provide the means of making those extraordinary 
exertions by which, under the blessing of Providence, the Indian Empire bas been saved, and 
tranquillity has been restored. 


‘The Government. at Home undertook ull the charges which bad to be met at Home, both the 
ordinary Home charges of each year, and the extraordinary Home chatges which the despatch to India 
of a large English Foree, and the provision of an immense supply of the Munitions of War, (a vast 
quantity of which had been lost or destroycd,) rendered necessary : and it assisted the’ Indian 








Exchequer, at the moment of greatest pressure, by the remittance of a Million Sterling in Bullion. 
These objects were met by. thy Home of temporary debcutures to the amount of Eight Millions 
Sterling. ‘The Governnient of India had the task of providing for the main part of the extraordinary 






War charges, which of course had to he disbursed in India; and for the Barrack Accommodation of 
many thousand additional Europeans ; as also for the restoration of the Treasure which had been 
plundered ; and this it had to do, when nearly all the Revenues of one of the Local Governments had 
Tren sivept away. 








rk per-Cent. Loan, which would have been adequate for ordinary wants and in ordi- 
nary times, was found to be inadequate at this time of extreme pressure. Accordingly it was 
necessary to induce Capitalists to come to the assistance of the State, by an enhancement of the 
terms; and the Governor General in Couneil resolved to borrow at Six-per-Cent. 





Te was aware that, this conld not be done without in some degree affecting injurionsly those 
Holders of the Paper of former Loans, who had not purchased for purposes of permanent iuvestment 
Dut this is the condition off all euch Holders of Goverment Stock in all Countries, whenever a great 
exigeney forces upon the State the necessity of raising a Jarge sian ina limited time. The Governor 
Ge in Council, however, was desirous to suve such Holders from loes, as far as that could be done 

ently with the paramount ohject in view. ‘Therefore, instead of simply opening a Sixeper-Cent 
Loan, which would lave brought down the price of Four and Five per Cent Paper to a low point, he 
threw open the existing Five-per-Cent Loan to subscriptions half in Cash, and half in Four-per-Cent 
Paper. ‘This arrangement, for many months answered the purpose, the market priee of the Paper of 
former Loans was but little affected by the operation ; and the expeetations of Government were 
fully met by large and regular subscriptions {hrough the medium of the then existing Holders of 
Four-per-Cent Stock, or those who purchased of them for the express purpose of subseribing to the

Latterly, however, whether from the partinl exhaustion of such Holders of Four-per-Cent Paper as 
are able und willing to convert it, or to sell it. at such a price as will induce the Capitalist to buy 1t for 
the purpose of conversion, or from some other cause, this conversion process has failed to afford the 
income which im the present. temporary exigency is necessary for the Publie Service. For many 
wecks past the subscriptions to the conversion Loan have fallen to less than half what they were; and 
they have shewn no prospect. of improvement, 
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In this state of things, the Government of India, having the Public Service to provide for, had 
ao ehoive but to adopt some ehange of measure by which it could hope to obtain the requisite hinds 
Hepre the Cash Balinees should become exhausted, ‘The Governor General in Couneil ck not donb 
tint the rato of Six-per-Cent, which Government were paying, was ample Interest to induce 
Capitalist to subscribe, But it was apparent that from some eause or other, the requisite funds, even 
‘ute, could no longer be procured exclusively through the medium of Molders of Four-per-Cent, 
Stork. There was therefore nothing to be done ut to look for sulseriptions either through the 
valium of some other class, or from Capitalists: generally.

maximum of heat. This formidable ally of the Rebel. 
causy was more dangerous than the Tl tna 
its summer blaze made havoc amongst Troops, espe- 
cially Europeans, who already exhausted by mouths of 
over-fatigue, and want of sleep, by continued night- 
watchings, and night-murehes, wore often exposed to 
its rays, manwuvring or fighting as at Kouch, from 
sunrine to xunset, 

At Kouch, the Thermometer was 114 ; before Culpee 
118" in the shade, and on the march to Gwalior, it 
burst in an Officer's tent at 180°. 

_ Her Majesty's 71st Highland Light Infantry, loss 
inured than any other Corps, to Sun, because just 
arrived in India, suffered the most from it. Busides the 
twelve men, of a weak Wing of this Regiment, killed in 
their ranks by the Sun, at Kouch, a great many more 
hhad to go into the Field Hospital, sick from sun-strok 5 
and the whole Wing was more or luss affected by it. 

‘The number of Officers and: mon in the sick list, 
all of whom had to be carried, ou the march, in Dhoo- 
lies, increased with each day's operations, and in_pro+ 
portion as I was deprived of fighting men, the difficul- 
ties of taking care of the sick, and transporting them 
in continued marches increased. Whilst my Force 
suffered yo much from sun-stroke, they were deprived 
ing great measure of its antidote, water. Between 
Thansi and Culpeo, we found no streams; all waa well 
water; the wells, which are neither numprous not 
abundant, being of extraordinary depth, as we 

hed the Jumna, which increased the diffcultivs 
water. 
rage also was as scant an water. 

‘The scarcity of these two caventials hurt the offi- 
ciency of the Cavalry, and the Transport, at the very 
time that they were both urgently required—tho first 
against the Rebel Cavalry, whoao numbers and orga- 
nization made them unusually enterprizing ; and the 
latter, for tho numorous and daily-inereasing sick. 

"The scarcity of-water had another disadvantage ; it 
prevented concentration of my Force, when the atrength 
of the enemy, and my diffivultioa rendered it neces: 
sary fora rapid advance against, Culpee. 

‘The "Enfield Rifles had made up a good deal, for 
my inferiority in numbors; that ailvantego, however, 
no longer now cxisted. ‘The heat and other causes, 
had had such an effect on the ammunition of the 
Rifles, that their loading becoming difficult, und their 
fire uncertain, the men lost confidence in their aims, 

‘The above were somo of the Military dixulvantages 
of my position. They were increased by Political 
causes, 

‘Tho inhabitants of the valley of the, Jumna were 
the most disaffected my Force had yet met with. They 
had been under Rebel rule, and had nover felt the 
influence of British Power ‘sinee the commencement 
‘of the insurreetion, very village hud its one or two 
Mahratta Pundits, who ‘had made a most successful 
propaganda in favor of Nana Sahib as Peishwa. Tho 
villagers did gopd service to the Rebels, by betraying 
to them our Diks and movements, a4 well as some 
carts, when their drivers, on account of the exhausted 
state of their cattle, could not keep their place in the 
Column, or sought water at a distance from the road. 

The Itebels had another great source of strength. 
They fought their best beeause they were defendiny 
Culpee, their let fortified stronghold in Central an: 
‘Western India and only Arsenal full of warlike stores 
and ammunition. Culpee, on the right bank of the 
Jumna, in the hands of the Rebels, prevented the 
concentration of the British Armies of the West, with 
those of the East of India; exposed to attack, from 
the line of the Jumna, the Army engaged in operations 
against the insurgents in the Doab, the line of the 
Ganges ; Oudh ; and Rohileund ; and so long as Culpee 
was Hebel, 30 long had it, the enemy in. their power 
to say that the East and West of India might be 
British, but that the pivot of its centre was theirs. 

ist so many drawbacks weakened me, the 
enemy, physically speuking was, unusually, strong. 










































"They wore under three leaders of considerable influence, 
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Rao Sahib, a nephew of Nana Sahib, the Nawab of 
Banda, and the Raneo of Jhansi. The high descent 
of the Ranee, her unbounded liberality to her ‘Troops, 
ahd retainers, and her fortitude which no reverses 
‘could shake, rendered her an influential and dasgerons, 
adversary, ‘The Rebel Army was composed of 
the 'Guilior “Contingent, the finest mon, bext 
drilled and organized, Native ‘Troops of all arma 
in India; other mutinous Bengal Infantry Regi- 
ments, such ag the S2nd ; Rebel Cavalry from’ Kotah 5 
‘and a chosen band of Valaitees, the whole reinforced by 
tho Force of all Arma of the Nawab of Banda, com- 
prising a great deal of mutinous Bengal Cavalry, of 
which the Gth Irregulars, dressed in their red uniforms 
formed w part. All the Sepoy Regiments kept. up, 
carefully, their English equipment and organization ; 
the words of command for drill, grand rounds, &c., 
‘were given, as we could har, et night, in English. 

"The, numerous difioaitios of my situation above 
recited, were rendered more grave by a series of 
accidents which occurred in the'2nd Brigade, over which 
Thad no control, and which embarrassed’ my opera- 
tions. iy 

T wished to follow up the enemy and attack him, 
as rapidly as possible, whilat still suffering under his 
reverse at Kouch. For this purpose I marched from 
Kouch, immediately after the action with the 1st 
Brigade, directing the 2nd Brigade to follow me, at 
‘ono day’s interval, on account of the scarcity of water 
and forage on the line of march. 

A result of this advance waa my occupation of the 
village and strong Fort of Hurdowi, one march 
from Kouch, which the enemy had abandoned in their 
retreat, and the surrender of ite Chief, one of the most 
influential adherents of Nana Sahib. 

But @ further rapid movement to the front was pre- 
vented by Brigadier Stowart’s reporting to mo from 
Kouch, that he had heen unable to march from that 
placv, as 1 had directed, in consequence of a storm of 
rain having rondered the tents too heavy for ‘Trans- 
port. ‘The Brigade was delayed three days at Kouch. 

Other tacticul plans of mine wero frustrated by si- 
milar obstacles. 

My original instructions were to take Culpee. I was 
subsequently directed to make my appearance on some 
point of the right bank of the Jumma, to effect a com- 
nnunieation with Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, Com- 
manding a Column of the Bengal Army, who was order 
ed to co-operate with me against, Culpee from the loft 
bank of tho Jumna, for the purpose of receiving from 
him a supply of ammunition for the Siege of Culpee, to 
make good the large amount which my Foreo had ex- 
pended in the Siegos of Chandercy and Jhansi. 

Thad written to Colonel Maxwell that I would be 
on the Jumna, a few miles below Culpev, on the 14th 
of May : thia letter nover reached him. ‘The communi- 
cations with this Officer, and the left bank of the 
Jumna were hazardous, and were only effected by 
Spice, in disguits, who conveyed our letters in 
the heels or oles of their sandals, or in quills in 
their mouths. 


‘The information which I had collected on the road» 
and 0 reconnoisance made by Lieutenant Colonel Gall, 
‘H. M. 14th Light Dragoons, with his usual ekill, con- 
firmed all I had the honor to state in my report of the 
action at Kouch as to the enemy's elaborate lines of 
defences for the protection of Culpce on the main road 
from Kouch to that Fortress, 


1 could not have concentrated a force, on account 
of the want of water, against these defences. I deter- 
mined, therefore, to turn them, to break off, to the 
right, from the high road from Oraye to’ Culpoe, 
march to the Jumna, to the village of Gulowlee, about 
G miles below Culpee, effect a communication from 
thence with Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, and then 
my right resting on the Jumna, and covered by the 
flank tire of Colonel Maxwell's Batteries and Rifemen 
from the other bank of the Jumna, advance up ite 
Fight bank, against Culpee, The Fort of , 


























and the part of the Town, facing my advance, 
wwell sbelled before the attack. sf beh: 

‘Phe Jumna is fordable ut Golowlee 
Nollahs running down to the Jumna, j 
dangerous 
Culpee. 

‘My march to Golowlee was, with the exception of a 
few bad and unbridged Nullahs, over a table land, 
from which, during the Mousoon the waters shed 
into the ravines. 

‘To mislead the enemy, anil mark this movement, 
I directed the 2nd Brigade te close up to Oraye from 
Kouch, and following the high road to Culpee, take up 
a position at the village of Vanda, ‘This plan was 
foiled by the Brigade’s loving its way, and instead of 
going to Banda, making a double march, and following 
me 40 Sucalee” Their long vxposure to the Sun, in 
this protracted march, caused a great many casualties, 
and the general prostration of the Brigade ; Brigadier 
Stewart, and the whole of his Staff, forming part of the 
Sick 1 * . 

Tt was important to keep the appointment I had 
made with Colonel Maxwell tu be on the Jumna, on 
the 14th instant. But the Znd Brigade could ‘not, 
on account of its sickness, cv-operate with me ; and i 
would have been hazardous to go too far away from it, 
weak as it was, especially ax the enemy, awar:, af 
I learnt, of the sickness in my Camp, and of our 
difficulties, had concentrated all their Cavalry, with 
Infantry and guns, from their bivousca in the villages 
round Culpeo, for the purpose of unceasingly harassing 
my foree, in ‘its separated etate, by making attacks 
feigned and real ; falling on parties going for water, 
wood, grass &e.; part of their tacties being to force 
my Troops to be exposed, at the hottest time of the 
day, in large numbers to tho sun, which they knew 
was fatal to Europeans. 

In giving assistance to my 2nd Brigade, I had to be 
careful that I did not reduce the Ist'by too much ex- 
posure to Sun, to the same state of inefficiency. 

To meet all these obligations and difficulties, T delay. 
ed one day at Etowa to give a rest to the 2nd Irigade 
at Sucalee, and detaching all my carriage, for the sick, 
to their assistance, and calling off the attention of the 
my from them, by a diversion in an opposite diree- 

Livutenant Colonel Campbell, who had succeeded 
Brigadier Stewart in the Command of the 2nd Brigude, 
brought it up to the Ist, on the night of the 14th 
instant, without molestation. 

‘A few hours afterwards, T marched with the Ist 
Brigade, and Major Orr's Force for Golowlee, which 
T reached with no other opposition than an attack on 
the baggage by the Rebel Cuvalry, concealed in « 
ravine ; they were put to flight by a ‘Troop of the 14th, 
which in anticipation uf an ambuseade, 1 had sent to 
reinfirev the rear guar. Tu this mareh we crossed 
the high road from Jullalpour to Culee. I directed 
“Major Orr to drive ina string picket of the enemy of 
all Arms, posted on this road betweon us and Culpee 5 
halt afterwards on the road ; cover tho march of my 
rear guard to Golowloe ; and then oncamp at the 
village of Tehree, near the real, for the purpose of 
watching it, keeping up my communication with the 
2nd Brigade, aud assisting it, in its march, during the 
night of the 14th to Diapuora, a village near Tehree. 

‘On my arrival at Golowleo, ‘I despatched two of the 
Hyderabad Cavalry actoan the Jumna, to Lieutenant 
Colonel Maxwell, who was about thirty miles offon the 
other side of it, ‘requesting him to move up 10 the 
River immediately. k si 

I also ordered two Pontoon rafts, which T bot 
brought with yreat trouble from Poona, to be floated: 
by sunset, on the Jumna, fur communication with

T galloped on, and found that Major Forbes hud 
reached Diapoora; but that the enomy, baffled in their 
attempt to cut off the rear guard, had taken ground 
tothe left, and reinforced by three or four Battalions 
trom Culpee, who were now Awarming out ofthe ravines, 
wm preparing, firing heavily to storm the villige of 
Mutha, which Lieutenant Colonel Campbell_had judi- 
ciowly, oceupicd from Diapoora, for which I bez to 
make special mention of him. For if the enemy were 
in possesion of Mutha, the Camp at Diapoora wanld 
no longer have been tenable. A large borly of Cavalry, 
deployed across the road from Etowa to Muttra, were 
approaching in support of the Infantry, ‘The Officer 
Commanding in Mutha, felt himself so hard-pressed 
thit ho had given orders for evacuating it. ‘The enemy 
were pressing forwards, I immediately gave orders 
tothe Troops who were retiring, to re-occupy the 
village, and hold it at any price, ordering up in. their 
tapperd ata trut, the |-Troop’ Horgo “Artillery, and 
tho} of No.4 Light Field liattery, «Troop of the 
14th and the 8rd Hyderabad Cavalry, with two Com- 
poise of yderabadl Infantry, and the 25th Bombuy 
ative Infantry.

Suffered as much ns Europeans from sun, the con 
stitutions of themen having been weakened ‘by scurvy, 
Captain Wood, Assistant Adjutant General, fall 
struck, it was fuarcd mortally, by sun-stroke ; he re- 
covered partially, and wjth the unyielding resolution 
which characterized the conduct of the Force, resumed 
his duties under fire. Having provided for the 
tection of Mutha, I returned with the detachments of 
the Ist Brigade to Golowlee, 

‘The eneiny, the same day, in order either to pre- 
vent me from giving support to the 2nd Brigade, or 
hoping to beat:the Ist Brigade weakened hy the reine 
forvements which [ took from it, reinforeed strongly 
their lines of out-posts in the ravines, and  supportinj 
them with yans, und masses, at a distance, inenac 
and kept up a heavy fire on my position, at Golowlee, 
from the Jumma to the village of Tehree, against: 
which latter place they advanced with a thick chain 
of skirmishers. 

Brigadier Stuart, Commanding the Ist Brigade, at 
Golowlee, and Captain Hare, Commanding at Tehree, 
‘met the attack with vigor; the former answered the 

y's eannonade so effvctually with his mortars 
and guns, that they retired. Captain Hare repulsed 
‘the enemy's advance, and following them up took a 
tope Of trees in advance of his position, in which they 
had concentrated a fire. I beg to make special 
mention of both these Officers for their eonduct on this 
occasion, 

‘The enemy having shown signs of fortifying » high 
ridge opposite my right front, about half way 
between Golowlee and Culpee, I had a Battery of two 
S.inch Mortars constructed in front of my right, which 
shelled with good eflect the ridge und the ravines 
near it.

‘the same time, it was evident that to take by storm, 
auch tremendous ground, if well defended, as the 
Tavines aurrounding Calpee, every yard of which 
was a dangerous obstacle and an ambush, was no 
ordinary operation, particularly under the various dif- 
Roulties off my situation, previously enumerated. 

‘Whilst, with my right, the Ist Brignde, I attacked 
‘Gulpee by its left, I intended to make a strong feint 
against the right of the enemy, to be converted into a 
real attack, if feasible, with my left, the 2nd Brigade, 
along the Julalpoor and Culpee Road, Major 
Orr's Force in Tehree keoping up the communication 
between the two Brigades, and assisting both as re- 





ured. ie 
WSrech difficulties compelled me to modify this plan. 
Some few days must clapse before the Mortar 
Batterios on the left, the opposite bank of the 
Jumna, could be ready. The wells of the villages 
where ‘the Hyderabad Field Foree, and tho 2nd 
Brigade wore’ stationod, began to fail, ‘The sick 
from sun-stroke could not have the water hich 
was necessary for their treatment Troop hore and 
Baggage animals died from drought. My left, the 
Qnd Brigade, was exposed, sickly as it was, to constant 
‘Attack. Concentration and abundance of water were 
the only remeilics for these fresh embarrassments. 
On tho morning of the 19th I brought the 2nd Brigade 
and Hyderabad Field Force from Diapoors and 
Tehree, to my Camp on the Jumna, 

The enemy continued their tactics of harassing 
unceasingly my Troops, and forcing them into the 
mm ; large bodies of Cavalry hanging on my position, 
rotiring when attacked, but ready to fall on excorta, 
which 1 was obliged to son to a distance for forage, 
‘the want of which was the causo of serious losses, 
Ont of 86 men of the 14th Light Dragoons, forming 
purt of one forage escort, soventven were brought back 
to the Camp in dhoolies after only two hours’ ex- 
posure to sun, 

This prostration of more than half a body of men hy 
sun, after two hours’ mere marching; and a simi 
amount of sunsickness inthe 26th Bombay Native 
Infantry, on the march to Mutha, give a correct esti- 
mate of the sanitary state of my Force before Culpee ; 
that state was dangerous. ‘The prostration of the 
whole Force had become a matter of urithmetical cal- 
culation. So many hours sun Iajd low so many men, 
Thad, weakened by every sort of difficulty, to conquer 
the greatost stake in the campaign, aguinst the great- 
est orld ; half of my ‘Troops sickly ; every man of 
them ailing, to say nothing of a very numerous and 
daily increasing Sick List, crowded into tents, where 
the Thermometer stood 118° in the shade. To com- 
pare amall things to great, myself and my Force 
were sufforing under two evils, which have overcome 
the grentest Armies, under the most successful Generals, 
ickness and climate, 


‘This view of the care was borne out by on official 
letter which I reeeived at this time from’ Dr, Amott, 
‘Superintending Surgeon, a Gentleman, who is distin- 
grtished by his cool and correct judgment. 

Tho object of Ir, Amott’s letter war to make known 
to me the critieal state of the health of the Central 
India Field Force. Dr. Amott showed that the great pro- 
portion of it, Officers gs well as men, beginning with 
my personal and divisional Staff wor il; that the health 
of all was so weakened by the continual hardship and 
oversfatigues of an arduous campaign, that it was 
fast succumbing under Sun ; finally, that if the opera 
tions against Culpeo were to be protracted, the whole 
Foree night be prostrated. 

I knew this and a good deal more. I knew that 
romthe commencement my Foree had been engaged in 






























tions on a seale, for which, agoording to Mili 
Poles, and in former tien ta India, three eae, 
times their number were considered neccesary. 

Jn + gust Garrison to be on guard over cher day 
ix held to be too much for a Soldier's health ; but my 
men, for months had been roaking the: strongest phy. 
sical exertions, with broken sleep, of no slecp at” all 
watching the camp in unknown and hontile districte, 
against surprize, half the night, and marching the 
other half to avoid un; then offen all day, without 
a rest, fighting, or on the rear guatd, or On tocon. 
noisrances, or cacorts, under a burning sun. The ew. 
nes of numbers of my Force did not allow of the Ree 
lift which according to the rules of the Survice, are 
considered. indispensable, even in Pesce. 

Tn my long march, from the Woet to tho Contre 
of India, the hardships of the service were not 
lightened by good roads. On the contrary, country 
tracks and unbridged nullahs, with vory few excep. 
tions, were my communications. ‘Tho consequence of 
this was that’ one decp Nulluh, often, detaining 
Daggage, guns, and rear guard for hours, the ‘Trans! 

ort and ‘Troops employed wero exposed to all tho 
Pad effects of protracted march im Sun, Ted ross 
and an unorganized system of transport and supply, 
were also the eause that the rations, notwithstanding 
the best endeavours of the Commissariat, were at times 
in arrears, and that the Troops, on those occasions 
performed hard duties, or fought all day on insuffi. 
cient nourishment, 

‘The cvil of the numerical strength of the Force 
heing far too smal] for the extent of its operations (the 
Government was unable to complete it to the strength 
intended, on account of the necessities of the times,) 
was increased subsequently by that strength being 
constantly diminished hy casualtion in the field, and by 
alarge and daily-increasing Sick List. ‘The details 
of Recruits who joined me, did not make good these 
vacancies ; and it became necessary to weaken, «till 
more, my Ficld Fore, at a time when every man of it 
was ‘urgently required, by leaving a Garrison at 
Thansi, consisting of a Wing of the 8rd Europeans ; 
six Companies of the 24th Bombay Native Infantry 
half a Battery of 9-pounders and a proportionate 
amount of Cavalry, under Lieutenant Colonel Liddell, 
one of my best superior Officers, 

I beg leave to apologize for the length of these 
details.” But it is right that His Exeellency the 
Communder-ineChief. should know the reasons in their 
fullest extent, which*compelled me to reinforee myrelt’ 
with part of Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell's Force ; that 
His Excellency should know also, what the Troops, 
whom T had the honor to command, bore for the cause 
of their Queen and Country, and how they bore it. 
have the satisfaction to report that thpse nobleSoldiers, 
Whose successes were never choquered by a reverse, 
with a discipline which was os onduring as their 
courage, never proffered ono complaint. ‘hey fel in 
their ranks struck down by Sun, and exhausted by 
fatigue ; but they would not increaso the apxicties of 
their General, or belie their devotion by » complaint. 
No matter how great their exhaustion, or how deep 
their short slecp, they always sprung to my call to 
arms, with the heartiest good will. To think of 
Yielding or retreating would have been ignominy. 

All felt that physical strength might fail, but that 
the spirit and discipline of British Soldiers never 
could, ‘They were often too ill to march, but their 
devotion made them fight. Tt in almost superfluous 
toadd that Troops animated by so high's sense of 
duty were sober, orderly, and mont respectful to their

of the 14th Light Dragoons under Licutenant-Colonel 
Gall, and the 3rd Hyderabad Cavalry under Captain 
Abbott, und afterwards directed these Troops to vetire 
slowly ‘before the enemy, obliquely across iny front, 
in order to conceal my heavy guns, and druw the Reb 
Cavalry into their fire. “Captain Abbott was di 
rected, after having completed thix movement, to place 
hix Regiment perpendicularly to my front, in order 
to be uble to charge, with all his Horse, the right 
flank of the advancing Cavalry.

Vollies of musketry, which killed or 
wounded every horse of my Staff but one, were coming 
over the crest. of the rising ground from the Sepoy 
‘Troops, who had debouched, and were debouching, ii 
great numbers “frum the ‘gallies leading into the 
ravines, and were advancin rapidly, firing heavily 
with yells of triumph, their {1ees distorted by opium, 
and fury, across a small piece of level ground” against 
the Mortar Battery and Gunsp to which they were 
dose. ‘The guns had ceased firing. Brigadier Stuart 
was on Toot at the guns, ordering the few Arbillerymen, 
who served them, to draw swords and defend their 
guns, his lines of dofeuce had been driven im, the men 
having been struck down to the ground by sun-stroke, 
where they lay, and the fire of the rest rendered ine 
sufficient ‘by the defective ammunition of their Liles 
Without halting on the crest I charged down it 
with the Cumel Corps, the dengo lines of the mutineers 
who were ten times superior to us in number, the gal- 
lant Soldiers of Her Majesty's Rifle Brigade and 
Her Majesty's 80th Regiment giving one of those 
cheers which all over the world have been the heralds 
of British successes. ‘The rcbela wavered, turned and 
fled, pursued by tho Camel Corps, with all their 
energy, through’ the ravines, where numbers of hen 
were bayonctted or killed by musketry fire.

I wave the honor to report that about 0 
‘A. mM. of the 22nd May, the Ist Brigade Central 
India Field Force got under arms in compliance 
with instructions from tho Major-General Com- 
manding, and in consequence of the enemy threaten 
ing the right and front of our Camp near the 
village of Uolowlee in force, I myself. proceeded 
to the Mortar Battery on the right, the  piequet 
at which consisting of one Company 8rd European 
Regiment, also the picquet on the bank of the Juay 
composeil of onc Company Her Majesty's 86th Regi- 
mont, which guarded our extreme right flank had, by the 
ordera of the Major-Genoral, been reinforced by nearly 
the whole of Hor Majesty 86th Regiment which, thrown 
into skirmishing order, covered almost the whole of, 
our position to the right, The Major-General also di- 
seeted half of No. 4 Light Field Battery to move down 
to the Mortar Battery, and fire was immediately open- 
ed on the enemy, who were advancing in great num- 
Lora, and with much spirit over ground most favorable 
to them, as it was thickly intersected in every direo- 
tion by ‘nullshs and ravines closo up to our position, 
Finding that the enemy were commencing to out- 
fiank the left of our line of skirmishers, I sent for 
throe Companies of the 25th Regiment Native Tnfan. 
try which when extended, made all eecurc in that direc 
tion; the action now became general throughout the 
whole line, but the advance of the encmy was checked, 
though mont obstinately persevered in on the cx. 
treme right, where Licutenant.Colonel Lowth, Her 
Majesty's 80th Regiment, was Commanding ; matters 
‘thua continued until about noon, when the enemy 
made most determined assault on the Mortar Bat- 
tery and position held by the guns, taking advantage 
of our line of skirmishers being weakened by many men 
having been compelled to fall to tho rear from the 
effete of the sun, which as felt by all was most over- 
‘powering,as nlso from their Itifles having become Jeaded, 
At this juncture T_could only muster a handful of 
men to-defend the Mortar Battery and guns, and the 
enomy were steadily pushing on when the timely arri- 
val of two Companies of the Riflo Brigade, which in 
reply to my call for aid, the Major-General himself} 
brought up, and led against the eucmy, caused them 

















to retire precipitately, and they made no further stand 
About this time also I had ben compelled to reinforce 
my right, with a Company of Her Majesty's 80th

Sotlock, Pa: the remainder of the Ist Brigade 
were acrviug immediately under the Major-Ceneral 
on this day. 1 do not therefore report their proceed- 
ings. Major Gull, Her Majosty’s 14th Light Dragoons, 
has intimated to mo, that he was in Coinmand of the 
pursuing Cuvalry on this oecasion, and that: he has 
‘ent in his report to the Chief of the Staff. 

4, In conclusion it gives me the greatest pleasure 
to state that the Troops of the Ist Brigade on this 
ceeasion ax at Koonch displayed a determined fortitude 
which nothing could overcome: in the action of the 
22nd May they were exposed to a fiercely burning 
fun from’ a. M. to 2. a8., and though as I have mer- 
tioned they were much distressed by the same, yet 
every man struggled to get to the front until fairly 
beaten down, Iam much indebted to the Of r 
ny Staff; Captain Fenwick, Field Engineer ; Captain 
Colly, Major of Brigade ; Captain Bacon, Deputy 
Awistant Quarter Master General, and Lieutenant 
Houry, Sub-Assistant Commisary General, for their 
gallantry, zeal, and indefatigable exertions during 
thee operations, also to Surgeon Mackenzie, Stall 
Surgeon, who on’ this oocasion was, as I have ever 
found him, most unremitting in his’ exertions. in his 
Department. Captain Colly, my Brigade Major, bax 
xerved with this Brigade since it was first orgunized 
in June last, and during the eventful year that has 
yased has shown great gallantry in the’ fivld and un- 
tiring zeal and application in the performance of his 
various duties, which he .has conducted much o my 
‘atisfaction. I'therefore most earnestly beg to bring 
the serviees of this meritorious Officer to the favour- 
able notice of the Major-General Communding. I beg 
tho to place on record how ably was accondedd in 
the opcrations herein detailed by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lowth, Her Majesty’s 86th Regiment, an Officer of 
great energy and judgment, most conspicuons ald on 
every oceasion for his gallantry.
